There was an awesome view of the Jordan Valley from the 
mouth of the cave, which dropped away from a high, jagged 
precipice. In the shadows, a wasps' nest hung from the clammy 
damp wall. Tracks of man-attacking jackals made a frightening 
pattern on the floor of the cave. 
The whole setting, stark and forbidding, brought home the 
tremendous privations that Christ endured in the wilderness.

This thou ght cam e to me as I peru sed a pam ­ 
phlet which m akes qu ite a to-do over the fact 
tha t the au thor insists tha t not George W ashing­ 
ton b u t John H anson was the first President of 
the U nited S tates. This goes into the other qu es­ 
tion, nam ely, did the U nited S tates come into 
existence w hen the C onstitu tion w as ratified or 
at some other d ate? It is a m atter of w hat the 
fact-w eary person calls sem antics. 
B u t as there is alw ays someb ody to look u p an 
ob scu re fact and to do a research job and to w rite 
a thesis or a b ook, therefore u ltim ately everything 
comes to the su rface, like in a television m u rder. 
And so now John H anson comes to the su rface in 
a pam phlet w ith 
a yellow cover. 
The facts are simple. The A rticles of Con­ 
federation w ere passed on M arch 1, 1781, the last 
S ta te to ratify b eing M arvland. One of the dele­ 
gates to the C ongress in Philadelphia from M ary­ 
land w as John H anson. A rticle I of the A rticles 
of C onfederation states: 
"The Stile of this confederacy shall b e 
The 
U nited S tates of A m erica!’ ” 
It is interesting tha t throu ghou t this docu m ent 
the term u nited states is spelled w ith a sm all u 
and a sm all s and the phrase, "the u nited states 
in congress assem b led” seems to characterize the 
governm ent. In a word, at one period John H an­ 
son presided over “the u nited states in congress 
assem b led" b u t he was not a m em b er of the 
"Com m issioners to Rempdy D efects of the Federal 
G overnm ent” w hich m et a t Annapolis on S eptem ­ 
b er 11, 1786. 
T he organization of the U nited S tates w as not 
easy. F irst of all, the cou ntry w as a t w ar. Second­ 
ly, each state was sovereign, had come into exist­ 
ence in a different m anner and had different 
c ha rte r rights, laws and even traditions. Union 
w as desired b u t at w hat price? M any of the states 
feared the dangers of nationalism , of a strong 
centralized governm ent which wou ld deprive the 
sovereign sla te slof their sovereign rights. It was 
necessary, if only for su rvival, to estab lish su ch 
an effective governm ent as the F ederalist advo­ 
cated. 
In the su b sequ ent developm ent of the United 
S tates, John H anson’s name does not appear sig­ 
nificantly. He w as not a m em b er of the M aryland 
delegation to the Convention which drew u p the 
C onstitu tion. Those delegates w ere Jam es Mc­ 
H enry Daniel (his nam e seems to b e confu sed 
w ith another), Daniel Carroll, John Francis M er­ 
cer, Lu ther M artin.

JOHN HANSON 
I wonder how much it really matters whether 
William Shakespeare wrote the plays and sonnets 
of William Shakespeare. When one reads Hamlet, 
is he, at this distance, concerned with the authen­ 
ticity of the author or with the perfection of the 
artistry? Or does it really matter whether Homer 
was Homer or 10 guys named Smith? 
This thought came to me as I perused a pam­ 
phlet which makes quite a to-do over the fact 
that the author insists that not George Washing­ 
ton but John Hanson was the first President of 
the United States. Tiiis goes into the other ques­ 
tion 
namely, did the United States come into 
existence when the Constitution was ratified or 
at some other date? It is a matter of what the 
fact-weary person calls semantics. 
But as there is always somebody to look up an 
obscure fact and to do a research job and to write 
a thesis or a book, therefore ultimately everything 
comes to the surface, like in a television murder. 
And so now' John Hanson comes to the surface in 
a pamphlet with a yellow cover. 
The facts are simple. The Articles of Con­ 
federation were passed on March 1, 1781, the last 
State to ratify being Maryland. One of the dele­ 
gates to the Congress in Philadelphia from Mary­ 
land was John Hanson. Article I of the Articles 
of Confederation states: 
“The Stile of this confederacy shall be The 
United States of America!’ ” 
It is interesting that throughout this document 
the term united states is spelled with a small u 
and a small s and the phrase, “the united states 
in congress assembled” seems to characterize the 
government. In a word, at one period John Han­ 
son presided over “the united states in congress 
assembled" but he was not a member of the 
“Commissioners to Remedy Defects of the Federal 
Government” which met at Annapolis on Septem­ 
ber 11, 1786. 
The organization of the United States was not 
easy. First of all, the country was at war. Second­ 
ly, each state was sovereign had come into exist­ 
ence in a different manner and had different 
charter rights, laws and even traditions.

F r e e Licenses —- Veterans 
who receive vehicles on which 
the Federal Government allows 
up to a $1600 grant do not have 
to pay a New York State License 
registration fee.

It is possible to reprod u ce the 
w eathered effect of age with rea­ 
sonable 
accu racy 
in 
finishing 
wood paneling.

the W estern Fine Association, it 
shou ld also be kept in mind that 
the “su n-tanning” process will 
occu r regard less of the original 
finish. 
In d ecid ing on a finish, think 
abou t the tone that is wanted 
ev entu ally .

shad es 
lighter to begin with. 
Age will 
make u p the d ifference, say s the 
association. 
The same principle applies if 
wood is giv en a natu ral finish. In 
that case, the natu ral tone of 
the selected species mu st bo con­ 
sid ered . 
Ex posu re of wood to light pro­ 
d u ces slow ox id ation of the su r­ 
face fibers, cau sing a perm anent 
chemical change in the color of 
the wood ’s su rface. 
The more d irect the ex posu re 
to su nlight and the lighter the 
wood originally , the more it will 
d arken in time. 


|Yo u Can Co rrect 
Air Co nditio ner 


H ere’s a cold w eather tip on 
air cond itioners for those who 
hav e perm anently installed win­ 
d ow u nits in their home. 
If y ou ex perience d rafts from 
y ou r u nit bo su re to chock the 
w eather seal which fits between 
the air cond itioner and the win­ 
d ow. 
If the seal is tight and the cold 
air still persists, then check the 
part of the u nit that protru d es 
insid e the room. 
Accord ing to a room air cond i­ 
tioner sales manager, the prob­ 
lem is sim ilar to that when room 
air strikes a cold wind ow, d rop­ 
ping to the floor to cau se d rafts. 
Ex posed metal parts on the air 
cond itioner perform 
the same 
way , acting like a rad iator in 
rev erse. 
If this happens, he ad v ises d i­ 
recting warm air from the near­ 
est heating ou tlet to blanket the 
u nit. 
If this isn’t plau sible, he 
su ggests a cov er to keep the 
metal cabinet and grille from be­ 
ing ex posed . 
He ad d s that in 
the newer mod els less trou ble is 
ex perienced 
becau se 
of 
flu sh 


keep Gutters Repaired 


Ex cess w ater arou nd the fou n­ 
d ation of a hou se often resu lts 
from fau lty gu tters and d own­ 
spou ts too bad ly d amaged to be 
repaired properly . Replacement 
of gu tters and d ownspou ts can 
be d one by the home owner. 
Alu minu m m aterials are espec­ 
ially easy to hand le. The most 
im portant part of the job is to 
be certain that the gu tters slant 
toward the d ownspou ts so that 
the rain w ater will flow easily .
